A HISTORY OF THE BENDIGO AMATEUR 
SOCCER LEAGUE 


In 1950, Mr. Walter Clayton advertised in the Bendigo Advertiser for people 
interested in establishing a soccer team in Bendigo. Bendigo United was formed 
and travelled throughout Victoria in search of matches, playing in Melbourne, Moe, 
Geelong, Ballarat, Shepparton, Merbein, Kerang and many other Victorian towns 
and cities. 

Soccer in its present form hit the headlines on November 8th, 1970, when 
the Bendigo Soccer League was formed. Ted Ellinghaus had advertised for soccer 
players in the local newspaper late in 1969 and over the summer of 1969/1970, 
when joining one of several other already organised Leagues was being examined, 
David Wilkinson and Michael John, with a determination akin to madness— 
remember Bendigo boasted the strongest country Australian Rules League—laid 
the foundations of the Bendigo Soccer League. ; 

The old Soccer Club was disbanded unceremoniously on November 8, 1970 
and by 4th April, 1971, the date of the Official Opening, the Bendigo Soccer 
League comprised four teams, had 60 registered players, grounds and equipment, 
sponsorships, trophies and awards, and a tremendous enthusiasm. 

The names Ted Ellinghaus, Joe Reilly and Tony Longano have been prominent 
in Bendigo Soccer since its inception. In 1971, Ted was top goal scorer and 
won the Best and Fairest Award; Tony won the Most Consistent Player Award; 
Joe Reilly was captain of League Champions, Golden City. 

In 1972 Maryborough and Sandhurst joined the League, Jimmy Shepherd 
of Maryborough won the Best and Fairest Award and South Bendigo were League 
Champions. 

Seymour and Puckapunyal joined the League in 1973, and Sandhurst became 
Golden City Colts. City again won the Championship, and Joe Reilly was again 
the Leading Goal Scorer, for the second year in succession. 

Golden City were League Champions again in 1974 with their brilliant goal 
scorer Joe Judge bagging 49 goals, the highest tally ever in the Bendigo Soccer 
League. Joe also won the Best and Fairest Award. Eaglehawk, Castlemaine and 
Echuca were new teams in the League which then boasted eleven teams. 

Golden City’s strangle-hold on League trophies was broken in 1975 when 
Strathdale were League Champions and Knock-out Cup winners, and B.I.T. were 
League Cup winners. Ziggy Nowak was the Player of the Year and his team 
mate Chris Ricketts started his four year dominance in the goal scoring department. 
1975 also saw the introduction of a reserves competition which was won by 
B.I.T. Chris Ricketts was again top goal scorer in 1976, whilst Neil Copeland 
of Echuca won the Player of the Year Award, Golden City were League Cham- 
pions and League Cup winners, but College prevented City from winning the 
treble by winning the Knock-out Cup. 

Deniliquin joined the League in 1977 to make a senior division of twelve 
teams and a reserve division of ten teams. Golden City's domination of the 
competition came to an abrupt halt. Although City managed to win the League 
Cup early in the season, College won both the Championship and the Knock-out 
Cup. Chris Ricketts again was top goal scorer whilst Tony Longano won the 
Player of the Year Award. 

In 1978 Seymour left for greener pastures and Colts United, winner of the 
Most Improved Team Award in the previous season, won both the League Cham- 
pionship and the Knock-out Cup with College being runners-up in both compe- 
titions. Yet again Chris Ricketts was top goal scorer and Tony Longano won 
his second League Best and Fairest Award. 
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1979 marked the introduction of the three division system. Kyneton were 
undefeated in winning the First Division Championship and also won the League 
Cup and the Knock-out Cup. College was runner-up in Division One for the 
second consecutive year. Kyneton Reserves won the Third Division Champion- 
ship and Third Division Knock-out Cup. Michael Roche of the B.C.A.E. won the 
Player of the Year Award with team mate Greg Hall being top goal scorer, giving 
College this award for the fifth consecutive time. 

In 1980, with the notable exception of the Knock-out Cup which was won 
by South Epsom (now South Bendigo), Colts United won every other Ist Division 
team trophy. Castlemaine was undefeated in all competitions in Division Two, 
whilst Maryborough won the Division Three Championship. Mervyn Samuel 
of Kyneton won a long overdue Player of the Year Award in Division One, and 
Bob Evans and Allan Wilkinson were Players of the Year in Divisions Two and 
Three respectively. 

As Kyneton and Colts had dominated in the previous two years, College 
dominated in 1981. After Colts won the League Cup, College won the Knock- 
Out Cup, 5-a-Side Competition and Knock-Out Cup. Roland Sowerby and 
Michael Roche shared the Player of the Year Award, whilst Bob Evans was the 
leading goal scorer. The Deniliquin teams were Division Two and Division Three 
Champions.

The B.A.S.L. eventually comfortably won the inaugural Victorian Amateur 
League's Championship Final at Olympic Park on the evening of Saturday, 7th 
November, 1981, beating the Melbourne Central Amateur League 4-1. It was 
a fine victory which the Bendigo team had worked hard for and prepared tho- 
oughly for under the guidance of the evergreen Ziggy Nowak. 


Bendigo settled down more swiftly than Melbourne in the warm conditions 
and created two scoring chances in the first ten minutes with Clive Bracey playing 
well in mid-field and Roland Sowerby.making a number of good diagonal runs 
on the forward line. However, Melbourne was first to score when a through ball 
caught the Bendigo defence square and its striker Jacques Hardi was brought 
down by keeper Mark Moller on the edge of the penalty area. Hardi's co-striker, 
Frank Laurel, scored from the resulting penalty. 


This was something of a setback for Bendigo which had played the better 
soccer in the early stages, but it overcame the setback by equalising within five 
minutes, also by way of a penalty. Celley McCuskey was pushed in the back 
whilst receiving a long throw from the right, and Sowerby gave the keeper no 
chance from the spot. 


The remainder of the first half was even with both sides having a number 
of scoring chances and all players having difficulty judging the pace of the ball 
on the lush Olympic Park turf. The notorious Elly Fagenbaum was something 
of a disappointment for Melbourne, being so rarely sighted that at times he could 
have been a figment of the imagination. In direct contrast was his co-midfielder 
Clive Barrett, by far the best Melbourne player on that night. He and Mark Moller 
were the best players on the ground. Barrett's ball control was a delight and 
his deceptive pace on the ball made him very dangerous. He created the vast 
majority of Melbourne's scoring chances but had little support from his forwards 
who had to cope with the fine keeping of Moller. On three occasions in the first half 
the Bendigo defence was caught square by the well flighted balls of Barrett 
but on each occasion Moller saved at the feet of either Hardi or Laurel. Bendigo 
also had scoring chances with Bracey playing imaginative football and Sowerby 
looking dangerous when the ball was on the ground. The Bendigo midfield and 
forward players were not afraid to shoot from the edge of the penalty area and 
came close to scoring on a number of occasions. A half-time score line of 1-1 
was a fair reflection of the state of the game at that stage. 


The second half, however, was a different kettle of fish altogether. Within 
two minutes of the break Celly McCuskey, who had earlier appeared to have 
some boot trouble, set the crowd and the Bendigo team alight with a. smashing 
goal, as good as he will ever score. His first-time left foot shot from 25 yards 
curled away from the keeper and dipped under the crossbar into the top corner 
of the net. The Olympic Park crowd rose as one to acknowledge his fine effort. 


From then on the Bendigo forward line and midfield, with McCuskey pulled 
back into midfield from the wing, was on top and the result was rarely in doubt. 
Theo Bogiatzis and then the hard working Bob Evans got the better of Ernie 
Wise at right back, Greg Trewhalla on the right wing was getting the better of 
Eric Morecombe at left back, and Sowerby in the centre made a number of dan- 
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gerous breaks on the surprisingly-open forward _ line. Melbourne had scoring 
chances in the second half through the constructive play of Barrett, who made 
dashing runs down each wing, tested Moller with a thirty yard drive and again 
twice flighted balls which gave his forwards clear breaks. However, in each 
instance the Bendigo defence was equal to the task, or the Melbourne forwards 
shot wide. 


In the last 25 minutes Bendigo established its superiority with its midfield 
and forward line, putting paid to the myth that it lacked technique in the air. 
Midway through the half a headed through ball beat the offside trap, and Bob 
Evans took the ball to the goal-line before chipping it back to the edge of the 
goal area where the surprisingly unmarked Bracey glided the ball into the corner 
of the net with his head. With ten minutes remaining a long throw from the 
right was back-headed by Arthur Sumner for Sowerby to leap gracefully and head 
into goal in true Tony Hateley fashion. 


Encouraged, or astonished, by his South Bendigo team-mate's performance 
|. P. Mawson made a dashing break down the right wing but did not quite reach 
the scoring zone and then in the dying moments of the game Trewhalla turned well 
in the penalty area but his well struck shot hit the crossbar, denying him a goal 
he richly deserved. 


Melbourne's defence in the second half was disappointing, although some 
of the blame must be laid at the feet of its midfield which didn't seem to be 
prepared to carry out its defensive duties, the result being that Bendigo's mid- 
field often enjoyed the luxury of being loosely marked when in attack. Melbourne's 
sweeper Danny Schickelgruber played well in the first half as he did for Maccabi 
against College but wilted in the second half when under pressure. In contrast 
after the initial stages, the Bendigo defence was solid, given confidence by the 
faultless display of Moller in goal. 


With the exception of Moller it would. be unfair to single out any Bendigo 
player for special praise. Each member of the team contributed as much, both 
on and off the field, as any other, the win being a fine team effort and the result 
of thorough preparation. 


Coach Ziggy Nowak was a happy man afterwards and can be proud of a 
job well done. The telling factors, to his credit, particularly in the second half, 
were Bendigo's superior fitness and team work. In contrast Melbourne's play 
in the second half was disjointed and its moves broke down at crucial times. 


Also a happy man was League President Ted Ellinghaus, pleased to see the 
Bendigo Amateur Soccer League inscribed on the Carl Ellinghaus Perpetual Trophy 
as the first winners of the Victorian Amateur Leagues Championship. 


Disappointed was Melbourne's Elly Fagenbaum, of whom much more was 
expected.

HISTORY OF THE BENDIGO WOMEN’S SOCCER 
ASSOCIATION 


Women's Soccer began in Bendigo in 1975 with four teams — Bendigo 
High School, Golden Square High School, B.I.T. and South Bendigo. Although it 
was a new sport for Bendigo, Women's Soccer was already a firmly established 
and recognised sport in other areas. 

Over the ensueing years the Bendigo Association has slowly but steadily 
progressed with much help and assistance from the B.A.S.L. which has been very 
much appreciated. By 1977 five teams, each associated with men's clubs, were 
playing — College, Golden City, Colts, Eaglehawk and South Bendigo. 1977 also 
brought affiliation with the Victorian Women's Soccer Association, thus allowing 
local player, Cheryl Elvey to be selected in the State Squad; a selection she has 
continued to achieve every year since. In fact, Cheryl has gone on to gain selection 
in the Australian Squad for the last two years. Well done, Cheryl! 

In 1978 Seymour joined the Association and a Bendigo Representative Squad 
was formed with games being played against Swan Hill, Footscray and the State 
Team. The Bendigo Rep. Team also competed in the V.W.S.A. Lightning Premier- 
ship; a preliminary competition held annually. and which Bendigo has continued 
to participate in since 1978 and actually won for the first time in 1981. Quite a 
victory for Bendigo! 

This victory helped make 1981 another noteable year for the B.W.S.A. as 
standard of play continued to improve and the overall level of skill evened out 
amongst the six teams. Barry Moore's assistance as full-time Association Coach was 
largely responsible here for such a marked improvement. Thanks Barry! 

Also 15 players took part in the referee's course organised and run by the 
Bendigo Referee’s Association thus laying down the foundations for introducing 
a system, where, for the most part, refereeing in the 1982 Competition will be 
done by those players. 

It is also anticipated that 1982 will see the formation of a junior girl's 
competition with the assistance of the B.J.S.L. A move which along with the 
possibility of Ballarat joining the Association in 1982 will ensure continued growth 
in years to come. 

Women's Soccer is now firmly established and recognised in Bendigo and 
the girls who play it are not ‘Womens Libbers’, Rough, Tough girls out to beat 
the fellas playing a ‘Mans Sport’ but keen sportswomen playing a highly skilled 
game for fun and enjoyment.

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COACHING HINTS

The following represents the first of a series on how to improve your play. 
Some of the basic skills of the game, i.e., heading, receiving the ball and tackling 
are outlined, along with many practice routines for improving these skills. 


HEADING 


Heading the ball is a technique of particular importance for back and forward 
players and one which all players should try to develop. 

When introducing heading to beginners try to build confidence quickly. This 
will be aided by using a lightweight ball so that mistakes will not be painful. 
A ball which has been let down slightly will also be more comfortable to head 
in the early stages. The technique of heading is shown in Fig, 1.

{ntroductory Practice 
(a) Throw the ball in the air, head and catch it. 
(b) Try to head the ball as many times as possible. 
(c) Throw the ball to a partner, 4 metres away, and head to each other. 


As confidence increases the players may be encouraged to increase the 
power in the heading by arching the back and then coming forward from the 
hips to head through the ball. The feet should be apart and the knees flexed 
to allow backward and forward movement of the body, as in Fig, 2.

HEAD TENNIS 

The ball must be played over the 
centre line or net with the head, to land 
in the opponents’ court. The ball may 
bounce once and must be kept in the air. 
Each time the ball is played into the 
opponents’ court it must be headed. 

If the ball touches the ground more 
than once on either side or lands out- 
side the court a point is awarded to the 
other team. 

Rules may be adapted to suit the 
ability of the players. 


HEADING 

There are many occasions when defending players have to deal with high 
balls in or around their penalty area, Crosses from the flanks and midfield, long 
throw-ins, corner kicks and free kicks are all situations which pose an enormous 


threat to the goal. 
When jumping to head the ball the following points should.be remembered: 
(a) More height will be gained if you take two or three steps into the jump. 
(b) Take off on one foot and bring your free leg and arms up vigorously. 
(c) As your body leaves the ground, arch your back. 


(d) Just before impact with the ball, thrust the top half of your body forwards 
so that your head makes contact with the ball to give power to the 
header. The legs will also come forwards to maintain a balanced landing 
position, as shown in Fig. 1.

The direction of the ball may be changed by using your neck fo furn your 
head and bring it forcefully into the ball. 


No matter how good you are technically at heading the ball, you must have 
courage and determination when it comes to winning the ball in the air. 
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The first thing you must do is attack the ball and be first. to it, Move into 
the line of the ball as early as possible and then move towards it to head the 
ball at the highest possible point. This requires good timing in jumping and 
ability to predict the flight path of the ball as early as possible. 


Once you get to the ball, go for height and head through the bottom half. 
The longer the ball is in the air the more time the defenders have to prepare 
themselves to clear it effectively. 


Distance is next on the list of priorities, Head the ball as far as possible 
away from the goal. The direction of the header should be wide and away from 
the flight path of the ball. 


Remember the following points, attack the ball and head for height, distance 
and width in that order, 


RECEIVING THE BALL 


When a player decides to receive the ball during a game, there are several 
techniques which he may use to control the ball. The height and trajectory of the 
ball will influence how the player controls the ball and the time and space in 
which the player has to move will either increase or decrease the options open 
to him. A player may have space to move backwards and receive a high pass 
as the ball bounces, instead of on his chest. The player may have an opponent 
behind him or he may want to move forwards with the ball as quickly as possible, 
in which case he may have fo receive the ball on his chest or even head the 
ball forwards.

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The following points should be remembered when receiving the ball: 


(a) Move into the line of the ball as early as possible and then move towards 
it, 
(b) Relax and withdraw the receiving surface just before making contact. 


The speed of the ball will determine how quickly the receiving surface 
is withdrawn, 


Once the techniques have been mastered you should practise receiving and 
deflecting the ball. This is done in one movement and is vital if you want to 
move off quickly as you receive the ball.

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RECEIVING THE BALL 
The following practices are designed to develop a player's technical ability 
when receiving the ball. 


Practice 1 r) 6€ 


The players work in pairs or groups of three and pass the ball to one another 
along the ground. When a player has the ball he must run with it until his 
partner calls for the ball, and then pass accurately to feet. The player receiving 
the pass must get in line with the ball and then move towards it. The players 
may be given directions in which to move as they receive the ball. 


Practice 2 

Al passes the ball to X1 who must kick the ball forwards, X1 must then 
try to run around the bases B1, B2 and B3 back to his starting position, without 
stopping, to score a run for his team. The A team have to pass the ball to one 
of the bases before the X runner gets there in order to get him out. If the ball 
goes in the air from the X player's kick the A team may get him out in the fol- 
lowing way: (a) By trapping the ball on the first bounce, or (b) Touching the 
ball twice before it hits the ground. No player is allowed to handle the ball 
at any stage. The rules may be adapted to suit the ability of the players. 


RECEIVING THE BALL 


A player in a match is constantly making decisions regarding controlling the 
ball. The decision of whether to control the ball or not ,is influenced by several 
factors, one of which is the position of team-mates and opposing players. There- 
fore it is desirable for beginners to develop techniques in situations which demand 
decision making. 


The following practices may be used to help players decide when and when 
not to receive the ball. 


In Practice 4 A passes to B who is challenged by D. When A passes the ball, 
D may do one of three things. 


{a) Try to intercept the pass from B to either A or C. 
(b) Tackle B if he keeps the ball. 


If B decides to keep the ball each time, D may move closer to B, to be in 
a more threatening position, 


A, B and C have to make three passes without D touching the ball. The 
service may be varied for practice of different techniques. 


Practice 4 Practice 5 


In Practice 5, A passes to B who is marked by C. A and B have to get 
the ball to D. Defender C must stay behind B until A passes the ball. One important 
point for B is his angle of run to receive the ball. If B runs sideways and then 
goes to meet the pass he will be able to glance over his shoulder more easily 
to see where C is and decide whether to keep the ball and turn, or pass back 
to A. It may be necessary to position C several yards behind B to allow him more 
time to do this in the beginning. 
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TACKLING 


There are. several techniques which are used in tackling, (a) The front block 
tackle, (b) The side block tackle, and (c) The sliding tackle. 

When using the front block tackle the tackling foot should be turned outwards 
so that contact with the ball is made with the inside of the foot. The knee should 
be slightly flexed and the muscles of the leg firmly contracted. To be in the 
strongest position to win the tackle the body should be over the ball at contact 
as in Fig. 1.

Once a player has decided to tackle, and this -decision will be influenced 
by several factors, he should be determined to win the ball and not just impede’ 
his opponent. 

Players who tackie half-heartedly will not win the ball and may suffer 
injury as a result. So remember, tackle hard and fairly for the best results.

The side block tackle or the sliding tackle is used when the defender is 
travelling in the same direction as the player with the ball. 

The side block tackle may be used when the defender is able to get close 
enough to the attacker, so that he does not have to stretch to make the tackle. 
The non-tackling foot should be placed close to the ball so that the weight of the 
body is over the ball when the tackle is made, as in Figs, 1 and 2.

The sliding tackle is often used as a last resort, or when the ball may be 
knocked out of play. Sliding tackles should be used with caution because if the 
tackle is unsuccessful the defender is left on the ground and out of the game. 

Figs. 3 and 4 show the sliding tackle and it is important to note that the 
tackling leg is the leg which is farthest away from the opponent. 

One of the most common mistakes is to tackle with the inside leg. Such 
tackles often result in a free-kick being given away unnecessarily.
